We believe 
many of them will be too young to represent 
their country in that most icult of all 
Soccer arenas — the World Cup. 

It has been demonstrated over the years 
and in many countries that footballers reach 
their peak of efficiency from the age of 25 to 
30. 


Occasionally, a player will mature much 
earlier, but only if he is a freak like the Pele 
of 1953, or Manchester United’s Duncan 
Edwards or the great Diego Maradona. 

The world’s outstanding teams were 
never young teams. The marvellous Hunga- 
rian national side of the mid-1950’s was not 
young. Real Madrid, in their great days, 
would have been nothing had it not been for 
the magic of the 30-ish Alfredo Di Stefano 
and Ferenc Puskas. E 's international 
team immediately after World War Il — a 
much better team than the one which won 
the World Cup in 1966 — included ageing 
artists like Stan Matthews, Tommy Lawton,

For the first time — making history in our 
Soccer — we saw collective ideas and re- 
commendations presented to us for the solu- 
tion of problems which are mounting in the 
game. 

This job has been done by the marketing department 
of the ASF. It is a correct and positive first step, 
whether or not the recommendations are put into 
practise. 

Like most theories, of course, they are spoken and 
written well. But when the theories can't be put into 
Practise, they are useless and pointless. 

It is here, we think, that there is a gap in which many 
doubts and pessimistic views are hidden, Pessimism 
from one side which disagrees with the recommenda- 
tions and optimism from the other which follows the 
thinking of “believe and not search”! 

Where is the truth and justice? Nowhere and 
everywhere, because the value of those two words can 
be changed according to the conceptions and the 
personal feelings of each individual. 

Somewhere in the recommendations, it is written 
that many of the suggestions have been taken from 
American Soccer and have been transferred to the 
Australian set-up. This is not bad. It is however, 
difficult, if not impossible, for us to accept such 
theories without the necessary means, 

The theories have been applied in America because 
they have these means: perfect venues, comfort for 
spectators, and most of all, the capital. 

The Marketing Department has taken care — and we 
are thankful to them — to bring us the theories, but 
they left the money in America! 

“In 338 B.C. the great Demosthenes said to Athe- 
nians: “We need money, because without it, nothing of 
what we plan can be achieved”. I am sure that 
Demosthenes’ words have a place even in today’s 
Programmes recommended by ASF Marketing. 

How will we begin summer Soccer without suitable 
grounds? 

The chairman of the PSL Mr Frank Lowy said ina 
T.V. interview-with” Davit—Jack, that it should be 
done. . .in time, 

How can our players work during the day, and play 
Soccer at night? 

Mr Lowy, has cleared that part also by saying: “Our 
players will be professionals.” 

How will clubs be transformed to professionalism 
without capital? With franchising, say the marketing 
men, but they forget that American laws are different 
to those in Australia — as they differ from State to 
State. For the NSW Soccer teams which have social 
clubs it is impossible by law to practice franchising 
under their present status. 

This column isn’t against the recommended cl 
and suggestions which have been analysed better 4 
other colleagues. It believes, however, that the REAL 
sense of the recommendations can be practised and. 
achieved only with a solid financial base, which 
unfortunately Australia lacks.

The award, for the best and fairest player 
in the competition, is presented this Thurs- 
day (Sept 17) and Gardiner is one of the hot 
favourites. 

The winner of the inaugral Rothmans in 
1971 and again the following season — both 
as a player with George Cross — Gardiner 
has had a magnificent season with Ajax 
following a close-season transfer from Essen- 
don Croatia. 

In a top tipsters poll exclusive to ASW 
four of Melbourne's leading Soccer writers 
joined me in discussing the 1981 Rothmans 
Prospects and Gardiner came up trumps 
marginally ahead of Frankston’s Scottish 
goalscoring sensation Charlie Egan. 

Other's to rate favourably were the Ban- 
non brothers, Pat of Essendon and Ged from 
George Cross, and Hakoah’s big striker 
turned midfielder Graham French. 

Just how much credence can be placed on 
a “leak” is debatable, however the news on 
the grapevine this week is that 20-goal Egan 
is almost unbackable and a “dead-cert™ to 
take the coveted prize. 

T'm assured that the big bikkies will be 
riding on Egan on Thursday night 

Ged Bannon, at one stage considered a big 
chance to take a third Rothmans back to the 
Bannon clan, can be discounted, if informa- 
tion is correct. 

A win for him would have acheived a 

nt treble for the Bannon brothers 
with brother Pat, now with Essendon, and 
brother Vince, now with South Melbourne, 
both having won the medal as players with 
Heidelberg United in 1974 and 1973 respec- 
tively. 

However unconfirmed reports say Bannon 
has not been invited to the Medal presenta- 
tion which, amazingly, must indicate that he 
has little chance.

SUMMER SOCCER ANOTHER VIEW 


By Gino De la Scerri 


Australian Soccer has taken a 
momentous decision. 


Against the advice of most’ Soccer journalists, 
who are amongst the niost constructive critics of the 
game, the national league decided to go summer. 

A number of factors against the introduction of 
summer Soccer one would think, have been consi- 
dered and, apparently in the minds of the advocates 
of this revolutionary step, appeared to be overcome. 

But I doubt that other factors have been equally 
well studied. Among these the following: — 

1, Local coaches, wisely, used to travel to Europe 
in summer, which is winter in the Northern Hemis- 
phere. They did this to update their coaching ideas 
by watching and studying the progress made over- 
seas, bringing those ideas back. With our Soccer 
being played at the same time as over there, this will 
no longer be possible. 

So our coaches knowledge will become stale, and 
our players, hence Australian Soccer, will suffer. 

2. Should Australia qualify for the 1986 World 


Cup, how is a national coach to Prepare a squad, 
when he cannot try out his players against European 
and South American teams? Those teams have their 
own commitments and cannot spare time to accomo- 
date Australia. Perhaps 1986 is too far away to 
worry about, but a plan of such magnitude must take

the future into consideration more than the present. 

3. Australian athletes, like everybody else, enjoy 
their beaches, their paul their surfing — ac- 
tivities in direct conflict with the business of training 
and playing Soccer. How are the two to be recon- 
ciled? 

4, An ever-increasing number of Australians have 
suddenly become travel-conscious and take their 
summer holidays overseas. Has this been consi- 
dered? Surely there would be-a percentage of that 
number who in winter ee through the turnstiles 
of our various grounds that now will not be in 
Australia in our summer months when Soccer will 
be hae from October next year. 

¢ elements. It has been pointed out before 
that the Australian summer is hardly the season for 
playing Soccer. Indeed, summer in Queensland is 
not suitable for anyone to play Soccer. Apart from 
that, has it been forgotten that a hot Sydney summer 
day is peasy followed by a blistering “southerly” 
with winds often reaching almost gale force? 

6. School and junior Soccer is normally played in 
the winter months. How will these important bran- 
ches of the game reconcile with summer Soccer? 

There may be other things against summer Soccer 
and these may have already been taken into consid- 
eration. But it does not seem that the points I 
outline have been considered much.
